ment on the Deficit War

lal).—All national banks-will now b 
required to pay the war revenue tax 
on their undivided profits, and th 
commissioner of Internal revenue to 
lay ordered that Immediate steps h 
taken to collect this tax. 
.It amount 


In the aggregate to $300,000 and af 
fects many national banks, trust com 
panics, and savings banks. 


Cover Funds' 


It was claimed by tno commissioner 


that some banks were covering funds 
Into the profit and loss, 
or undivid- 


ed profits accounts, «o as to avoid 
the payment of the tax. 
Commission- 


er Yerkes took up the question anil 
decided that the tax should be collect- 
ed on these funds. 
This occurred 


on January last, and while prepara- 
tions were 
being made to collect the 


tax James B. Forgan of Chicago, pres- 
ident of the First National bank, rep- 
resenting the other national bankers, 
appealed to the commissioner to sus- 
pend the collection until a decision In 
u test case could be had. 
President 


Forgan also asked the susp'enslnn on 
the ground that the policy of the gov- 
ernment In this respect had been 
changed several times so as to make 
It difficult for the banks to know what 
to do. 


This delay was granted pending tho 
decision of the United States circuit 
court of the southern district of New 
York In which the Leather Manufac- 
turers' National bank Is located. 


Favors 
Government 
This decision was In favor of the 


government and even If the banks de- 
cide to take their case to the circuit 
court of appeals the tax must be paid. 
The taxes, which will be collected 
under the decision of the court and 
the order of Commissioner 
Yerkes, 


cover the year, ending June .10 
last. 
The war revenue'act lias been repeal- 
ed, and since July 1 no war taxes have 
been collected from the banks.

• Dr. Roberts' Story 


Dr. Roberts was In the city yester 


day for a short time and returned to 
La Crosse last night. 
Defore leaving 


LaCrosse, Dr. Roberts secured some 
samples of the earth a short distance 
from where a farmer had burled a 
cow that had died a few weeks'ago of 
anthrax. 
Also samples of earth quite 
a distance away and samples of the 
•water In a pasture 200 rods away from 
the dead cow. 


All of these samples he submitted 
to Dr. Russell, the state bacteriologist 


I 
• for examination.. 
' 
Alive With Bacteria 
Dr. Russell reported that the sam- 
ples were literally alive with anthraxal 
•bacteria and that the germs must be 
•scattered all over the country about 
this farm. 


Peter Fleur'y, who owns the pasture 


adjoining the Potrocke farm lost . a 
horse on Wednesday from the disease. 
August Bcntz. the LaCrosse city scav- 
enger, hauled away twelve of the dis- 
eased cattle to his slaughter house 
and skinned them. 


Building 
Saturated 


Dr. Roberts found that the building 


•was so thoroughly saturated with the 
disease.that the only thing to do with 
It was to destroy It, and he Is In La- 
Crosse today, for that purpose. Anth- 


• rax germs have been known to live 


for twenty 'years and spread tne dis- 
ease at the end of that time. 
So far 


about forty head of cattle have been 
killed and a large number vaccinated. 


The facts concerning the origin and 
spread of the disease in this vicinity 
are as fallows: 


Four years ago Potrocke's farm was 


visited by an epidemic of a strange* 
character which 'swept away nearly 
' 
Ills entire possessions of live' stock 
consisting of thr.ee cows, three calves, 
seven hogs and a horse. 
Veterinary 


Holmes of this city and the then state 
veterinarian attended the stock and 
ordered the farmer not to ^pasture 
any stock on the place for three years. 
It Is now supposed that It was an out- 
break of anthrax and that the germs 
. bad been working there ever since. 


Traced Case Up To Date 
'The later facts corroborate 
this 
theory. 
Three weeks ago Potrocke's 


animal died. 
He.had It burled In a 


"^Jry run that had Its origin on the top

of a hill and the course of whlnh

leads' directly to the Mlljer pasture.

The 
exact date of the Potrocke animal's 
death was July 21.

From one to more fatalities are re- 


ported to have occurred on the Stray 
farm, which adjoins the Castle and 
Fotrockc farms. 
It is on the back 


slope of the bluff,- but It Is 
learned 


that its probable origin was the bur- 
ial there of nn animal lost from an- 
thrax by a neighbor. 


Detective Work 
'Dr. Roberts bad to do considerable 


detective work to locate the disease 
at the Potrocke farm as Potrocke and 
the other members of the family de- 
nied that there had been any disease 
about the place. Finally, however, he 
succeeded in cornering them and se- 
cured the Information that he was 
after. 
The work of stamping out 


the disease will be carried on vigor- 
ously.

his mind. They said.that Walker had
